NEW YORK, Tuesday. — “ Lord 


Government’s attitude will be if Indian 
spokesmen should -eject the offer made 
by the Cripps mission. 

“We shall find ourselves obliged to 
do our own duty without the assistance 
or co-operation of the larger organised 
Indian parties,” he said. 

Although his information was not 
complete, Lord Halifax said the trend 
of the news suggested that rejection of 
the proposals was by no means 
unlikely, He added “TI still hope, how- 
ever, that wiser counsels will prevail. 
I can well understand the distaste with 
which many Indians are likely to 
regard particular features of the 
scheme, but if any scheme is to be 
successful it must carry the broad 
agreement, both of the minorities and 
the rulers of the Indian States. 

“One thing surely is clear. If the 
demand of the Indian leaders in the 
defence field is such as to involve a 
division of responsibility on this vital 
subject it would be contrary to all that 
experience has taught the united 
nations in this war.” 

“The ruling Princes and their States 
do not fit easily into the picture of 
India as the Congress Party would like 
to draw it. Yet the independence of 
the Princes is enshrined in solemn 
treaties: between them and. their-Ki 
Emperor, and such treaties are only 
alterable by negotiation. To scrap 
these or any other treaties unilaterally 
would be to scrap one of the principles 
for which we went to war with 
Germany.” 


1,000,000 GUERRILLAS 


LAHORE, Tuesday.—A scheme for 
the organisation of guerrilla bands to 
fight behind the Indian. Army has been 
placed before the Commander-in-Chief, 
India, by Dr. B. 8. Moonje, Vice- 
President of the Hindu Mahasabha. Dr. 
Moonje said that he proposed to raise 
the million with at least 100,000 in 
each province. There was, he said, 
a fundamental relationship between the 
British nation and the Hindus; the 
latter as a nation could not look to any 
foreign Power for an alliance except 
the British.— (Reuter. ) 


CORK DEPUTY'S DEATH 


The death occurred yesterday at a 
nursing home in Cork of Mr. Thomas 
P. Dowdall, T.D., principal of the firm 
of Dowdall, O'Mahony and Co., Ltd., 
Cork. Mr. Dowdall, who was-seventy- 
one years of age, had been ill for a 
prolonged period. 

A native of Cork City, he and his 

brother, the late Senator J. C. Dowdall, 
travelled Sweden and Denmark, and 
joined their uncle in the margarine pro- 
duction business. Later the firm was 
incorporated under its present name, 
and an extensive export trade was 
established. He was one of the founders 
of the Cork Industrial Development 
Association. On the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
being signed he supported the Cumann 
na nGaedheal policy, but in 1929 he 
became a follower of Fianna Fail, and 
was elected a member of the party in 
the Dail for Cork in 1932. _At the last 
general election he was returned senior 
member for Cork City. 
The death of Mr. Dowdall makes the 
fifth vacancy in the Dail. The other 
vacancies have been caused by the 
deaths of Mr. Seamas Moore (Wicklow), 
Mr. D. J. Gorey (Kilkenny), Mr. J. 
Munnelly (Mayo) and Mr Brooke- 
Brasier (Cork). No by-elections have 
been held since shortly after the out- 
break of the present war, and it is 
assumed the same policy will operate in 
the case of the vacancy now existing in 
Cork City.

WAR COUNCIL MEETS IN 
WASHINGTON 


Lf GRRE is a lull in the fighting 
on all fronts in the Pacific, 
except in the Bataan peninsula. 
Some air actions are taking place 
over New Guinea, and, the position 
in Burma seems to have stabilised. 
MELBOURNE, Tuesday. — Allied 
bombers and fighters attacked Japa- 
nese-occupied Lae, New Guinea, early 
this morning. “There was intense anti- 
aircraft opposition, but no interception 
was attempted, says a communiqué. 
Runways and buildings were bombed 
successfully. ‘‘ It is estimated,’”’ says 
the communiqué, “‘ that several enemy 
aircraft were damaged by fire.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


‘JAPANESE GAINS 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Furious 
fighting continued yesterday along the 
Bataan front, in the Philippines, with 
heayy. casualties on both sides, states 
a War Department communiqué. The 
Japanese scored some success in re- 
peated heavy attacks against the centre 
of the line. The communiqué says that 
casualties were heavy on both. sides. 
Aerial bombing of the defenders’ rear 


was particularly severe. An enemy 
amphibian ‘plane was destroyed in 
Manila Bay by fire from one of the 
U.8. anti-aircraft batteries. Enemy ar- 
tillery from the Cavite shore shelled 
Corregidor and Fort Hughes for two 
hours during the afternoon of April 6. 
There was no damage and no casualties 
were sustained. Guns of the forts laid 
down counter-battery fire on the enemy 
mainland and artillery emplacements. 

Australia.—Dr. Hubertus Van Mook, 
acting head of the Government of the 
Netherlands East Indies, had a long 
conference with General MacArthur. 
They discussed the considerable part 
the Netherlands forces are expected to 
play as the war progresses in the 
Southern  Pacrfic. Dr. Van Mook 
informed General MacArthur that 
resistance to the Japanese invasion con- 
tinues in Java. Two Netherlands 
Indies forces of considerable size are 
fighting fiercely in the interior jungles 
and mountains of Java, he said. They 
are well supplied with food and muni- 
tions and are engaging a considerable 
force of the enemy. 

“Nothing to report from other 
areas.’’— (Reuter. ) 


WAR COUNCIL MEETS 


The Pacific War Council—meeting 
for ninety minutes—heard a_ report 
from President Roosevelt on reinforce- 
ments, both of U.S. man-power and 
supplies sent to various points in the 
Pacific war theatre. 

Lord Halifax, British Minister, said 
afterwards that ‘‘ there was a good 
deal of talk about allocations of muni. 
tions.’’ He added that President Roose- 
velt gave a general review of what 
reinforcements, both of men and mate- 
rial, the United States had moved to 
various points in the Pacific. The 
picture drawn was ‘‘ very encouraging.” 
Mr, Nash, New Zealand representa- 
tive, said: ‘‘Everything is going 
splendidly; it could not be better. I 
don’t know of any council or meeting 
that has done a better job than this 
Council ia doing so far.” All the 
other members regarded the Presi- 
dent’s, review as ‘‘most encouraging,” 
he added.—(Reuter.)

persons, or, indeed, for any trade 
union, to conduct negotiations on

These provisions require every trade 
organisation or combination whatever, 
if it is not a trade union, to transform 
itself into a trade union, register as 
such, and conform with the statutory 
regulations of the Trade Union Acts. 
In, addition, it must deposit in the 
High Court a sum which will be 
regulated by the number of members 
m the union, but which will be a 
minimum of £1,000, and, having met 


these virements, it must apply to 
the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce for a licence to negotiate. The 


licence must automatically be given 
following on the fulfilment of the con- 
ditions. i 

The new Trade Union Act is re- 
garded as being in the nature of a 
preliminary or accommodating step in 
the direction of national vocational 
organisation, which is the subject of a 
report at present being drawn up by 
the Vocational Organisation Commis- 
sion.

HOT MEALS 
IN SCHOOLS: 
TWO VIEWS 


RITICISM of the “ agitation ”’ 

to provide hot meals for school 
children, made by Mr. T. J. Boylan, 
in his presidential address at the 
annual Convention of the Associa- 
tion of Irish Secondary Teachers, in 
Dublin yesterday, brought a protest 
from a Waterford delegate, Mr. 
John Gloster. 

Objecting particularly to the sugges- 
tion that the campaign had been 
designed to “ break up the home,” Mr. 
Gloster assured Mr. Boylan that the 
parents of many children attending 
primary’ schools in Dublin could not 
afford to provide them with any meal, 
much less the midday one. He thought 
that the reference could weil have been 
omitted from the presidential address. 

Mr. Boylan stated first that he was 
a convert to the experiment of breaking 
the school day for a period sufficient to 
permit the children to return home for 
a midday meal: He was. convinced 
that the health of the children was 
bound to benefit from this change, and

return to the old system and that the 
regulations would be so framed as to 
make the midday break compulsory for 
all schools.

This has 
Saonsadal in other lands and we are only 
too familiar with what disastrous 
results.’’ His sympathy was with 
“the deserving poor in their struggle 
for existence,” and he ho that some 
solution of the problem, other than 
communal feeding, would be found.

ELENTLESS Soviet 
with infantry and supported 


by tanks are being launched on the 
central front and in Lake Iimen 
region are announced by German 
Radio. The Russians claim that 50 
inhabited places were cleared of 
Germans during the last two days. 

MOSCOW, Tuesday.—ed Star says 
that Soviet troops have been fighting 
inside the enemy’s fortified positions 
for several days, and in some places 
have broken through defences. The 
Germans offered fierce resistance every- 
where, and not infrequently launched 
counter-attacks, Strong shock troops 
consisting of infantry, tanks and 
trench mortar units were thrown into 
action by the Germans where they had 
built three defence lines. The first 
line near a village recently occupied 
by the Russians represented nine-feet- 
high ice barriers nearly a mile in 
length. Mobile machine-guns and pill- 
boxes with roofs were behind, 
The lines were so well fortified that 
the approaches to this village seemed 
impregnable. Under cover o artiller 
fire, the sappers, in co-operation wit 
the infantry, dug in the snow 
passages ‘o the ice barrier, At 
night they blew up the snow barrier 
“in rac places, and the Russians 
rushed into the breaches. Fighting 
lasted about two days and nights. 
When the position of the Germans on 
the first line became hopeless they 
withdrew their main forces to the 
villages, leaving behind a small group 
of machine-gunners and automatic 
riflemen. In another sector a Red 
unit advanced three miles into the 
enemy’s fortified zone. 

‘‘The enemy is desperately counter- 
attacking on the Kalinin front in vain 
efforts to check the advancing Soviet 
troops,” says Moscow Radio. 
field-gun and machine-gun fire are 
being employed, and enemy strong 
points are being desteoyed.—(Reuter.) 


GERMAN REPORTS 


German Radio yesterday said that 
fierce fighting had Éan taking place on 
the central front, when strong 
Russian forcés, supported by ci 
tanks and powerful artillery bombard- 
ment, had attacked German lines 
north-east of Gshatsk. On another 
sector 400 Russians had been killed in 
fierce hand-to-hand fighting, while else- 
where on the same front 600 Russians 
had been killed.

EFFECT ON THEATRES 


A re-shuffle of theatre and cinema 
programme times in Dublin will take 
place. 4 One-house shows will automati- 
eally begin earlier—the exact time has 
not yet been fixed—and two-house 
shows probably will become a thing of 


the past. Attendance figures are not 
expected to be heavily hit. 
Cinemas will, undoubtedly, close 


earlier, and suburban houses—which 
up to now have catered mainly for 
family parties, and for those who do 
not insist on central city first-runs of 
their films—hope for bigger business. 

Suburban restaurants, too, may 
benefit.

of Adam Smith, John Stuart 
Mill and other classical economists, 
held, apparently, undisputed sway. 
To attain political liberty was the 
purpose of popular leaders; but, 
with the growth of limited liability 
corporations, industria) trusts and 
cartels, and the development of 
trade unions, new conceptions of 
economic relationships had begun to 
take root. Personal contacts between 
employer and employé had become 
tenuous. Noblesse oblige no longer 
sufficed to be an effective buffer 
between wealth and poverty. The 
struggle for political rights and 
liberties had merged into popular 
demand for deliverance from con- 
ditions of impersonal economic 
servitude. Thus came the competinz 
efforts of Conservative and Liberal 
Governments to bridge the gap 
between the owning and the working 
classes. The grant of old-age 
pensions, soon to be followed by 
health and unemployment insurance 
schemes, State-financed schools, em- 
ployment exchanges and other com- 
promise expedients, marked the 
beginning of an era in which 
Governments were compelled to 
accept the promotion. of general 
social welfare as not less important 
than the preservation of the nation’s 
sum of material wealth. 

Twenty years ago, as such social 
services continued to multiply and 
become more costly, their organisa- 
tion and control fell on the shoulders 
of Irish Ministers and civil servants. 
During those twenty unsettled and 
adventurous years it was the lot of 
Irish statesmen to face a succession 


‘of political upheavals at home and 


abroad. While so distracted, they 
were forced to grupple with insistent 
problems of public health and social 
well-being. National pride, and the 
desire to mitigate the evils of 
poverty, impelled them to try to keep 
pace with British advances in the 
sphere of social legislation. In those 
efforts successive twenty-six county 
Governments suffered from two 
serious disadvantages. Their finan- 
cial resources were limited, 
and complicated problems, which 
taxed the abilities of a _ highly- 
organised and experienced British 
Civil Service, had to be solved by 
hastily recruited bodies of Irish 
officials. To deal with new problems 
of social legislation Great Britain 
gradually had recruited a body of 
Civil Service statesmen who were 
recognised experts in various branches 
of applied economics—recently two of 
their number have become Cabinet 
Ministers. Without such expert 
assistance, the wonder is that inex- 


yperienced Irish Ministers and. the 


general body of civil servants have 
managed, with varying degrees of 
success, to find their way through 
an ever more complicated network of 


‘administrative detail. Nevertheless, 


there is the need to review the entire 
organisation of our Civil Service 
institutions. Ample reason for such 
a review may be found in the fact 
that the number of our higher civil 
servants has more than doubled 
during the past ten years. Quantity 
rather than quality seems, indeed, to 
have been the ruling consideration. 
While new branches of social service 
have called for new recruits, little, if 
anything, has been done to reduce

Gaelic Scholar 


The Gaelic movement in Scotland has 
lost one of its pillars through the death 
at sea of Professor James Carmichael 
Watson, Professor of Celtic Languages, 
Literature, History and Antiquities at 
the University of Edinburgh. hailse 
Watson was only twenty-nine. He 
succeeded his father, Professor W. J. 
Watson, in 1938, and had a scholarly 
command not only of modern, but also 
middle and old Irish. He had a 
brilliant scholastic career at, Edinburgh, 
graduating with First Class Honours in 
Celtic Languages and Literature. He 
was awarded the Macpherson Scholar- 
ship in Gaelic. Professor Watson 
studied under Professor R. Thurneysen 
at Bonn University, and was appointed 
Lecturer in Celtic at Glasgow University 
in 1935. For his translations into 
modern Scottish Gaelic of the '' Gaelic 
Songs of Mary Macleod,’ the seven- 
teenth century Skye and Harris poetess, 
Dr. Watson received the. Mackay 
Memorial Prize. His mother, Elizabeth 
Carmichael, was editor of the ‘‘ Scottish 
Celtic Review,” and daughter of 
Alexander Carmichael, LL.D., who 
a great collections of Gaelic 
ore.

But probably the greatest 
good would be to effect, if possible, 


some measure of reconciliation between 
the national and utilitarian ideals 
whose apparent conflict has created 


some uneasiness.’’ 


TEACHERS’ INFLUENCE 


The Minister for Education, Mr. T. 
Derrig, T.D., welcomed the delegates 
and said that the teachers’ influence 
might be one of the deciding factors in 
the life of the nation in moments of 
crisis, when the slightest failure in the 
national strength and the national 
character might prove fatal to the 
nation. Such moments might be ahead 
of them in the near or the further 
future. Nobody could foresee what 
might happen as a result of this war, 
or the consequences of its aftermath. 

He said that he. would like to ask 
them to do whatever was possible in 
their districts to co-operate with the 
National Museum authorities in secur- 
ing and preserving archeological finds 
for the national collections.
